Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant requested information regarding the election of claims for 
prosecution. On 03/13/06, a restriction requirement was mailed to the applicant which included a restriction between 
invention and an election of species. Regarding the restriction between inventions, the applicant selected Group I 
(without traverse) which included claims 1-4, 6-9, 11, 15, 16, 35, 36, 37 and 43-54. Regarding the election of species, 
applicant elected Species C (claim 53) with traverse on two grounds. The first argument for traverse was withdrawn 
because the Examiner included claim 53 for prosecution. As for the applicant's second argument, the Examiner 
maintains that the cited Species are distinct because of the varied use of comprising, consisting of, etc. at different 
points in the claims which operates to include/exclude different materials from the scope of the claim. This would 
require the Examiner to conduct different searches based on the inclusion/exclusion of said materials. Applicant also 
requested the examination of those claims that depend from elected claim 53. However, the election of species 
requires a listing of ALL CLAIMS readable thereon. Applicant listed only claim 53 so only that claim was examined . 
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
